However, it is not at all 
clear that such displays are per- 
mitted in the public schools.

Heat issue will chill DCS winter plans 


By Greta Cuyler 

In the end, the town’s energy 
task force’s recommended cut- 
backs would have allowed 
Department of Community Ser- 
vice programs to continue as 
usual. But the DCS director said 
she has decided to postpone 
most of them anyway. 

“I will be staggering more of 
the adult programs,” said DCS 
Director Mary Donahue. “We 
were cold in November and I 
think it would be wise to monitor 
the situation.” She added that 
DCS has voluntarily chosen to 
make the changes “because it 
would be cold — we want people 
to have some level of comfort.” 

A month ago, Donahue said 
she was asked by the energy task 
force subcommittee to help con- 
trol utility costs this winter by 
delaying the start of most of her 
winter programs, which serve 
hundreds of residents. 

Joe Piantedosi, chairman of 
the townwide energy task force. 
denied that the task force 


requested the change, instead 
saying that many ideas were put 
on the table during brainstorm- 
ing session. 

He said the task force’s final 
recommendations aimed to 
accommodate all town and 
school programs. 

“T think (the task force) is pre- 
pared to offer some accommoda- 
tions,” said DCS director Mary 
Donahue. 

Donahue has decided that 
DCS will offer its six winter fit- 
ness programs beginning at the 
end of January, but delay the 
start of about 30 classroom pro- 
grams until the end of February. 

She is hopeful that programs 
can begin as scheduled a year 
from now, in January 2007. 

She said DCS will cancel its 
school-vacation programs held 
at town schools. “We’re not 
offering vacation programs 
because the gyms will not be 
available to us, but the policy 
would allow for us to potentially 
offer them in the future.”

“The developer, who had 
done a similar project ... came in 
and worked with us and did 
drawings and designs of low- 
impact development (storm 
water management techniques) 
and I was a little skeptical,” he 
said. 

But a subsequent six inches 
of rain at the development has 
yielded no water problems. 

“What we're trying to do, 
with minimal impact to the area, 
is treat the runoff on site both 
from a quality and quantity 
standpoint, and provide some- 
thing that’s a little more pleasing 
than a big detention basin,” said 
Koravos. 

The driving force behind low- 
impact development is to mimic 
the land’s topography pre-devel- 
opment, while also minimizing 
water runoff and eliminating the 
need for large retention basins. 
Materazzo said this technique 
allows for more of the land’s nat- 
ural topography to remain intact, 
while improving the aesthetics 
of a development. 

“It’s just a matter of time 
before these new low impact 
technologies become common- 
place in every development,” 
said Materazzo.

scheduled a minister and got two friends to serve 
as witnesses. 

A quick glance at level 15 would reveal no 
more than a normal day in a busy hospital. Yet, on 
this day, every staff member knew that they were 
part of something bigger than a shift.

The hospital seemed 
incredibly busy, but we all worked together to 
make the schedule work.” 

The wedding ceremony was 
to take place in the Level 15 
lobby, but, as the day wore on, 
the nurses realized the groom 
was too ill to move very far. 

“Instead, we took apart the 
vacant patient room next door,” 
said the nurse. “We moved the 
bed out, took apart the table in 
our break room and reassem- 
bled it in the patient room.” 

In addition to the coffee ser- 
vice, the inn also came through 
with white tablecloths for the 
table and windowsill as well as 
its best china. Friends brought 
additional flowers and the room 
was filled with color. The wed- 
ding cake was displayed on the 
table, and it was surrounded by 
flowers. 

The scene was set and all 
that remained was to wait for 
the bride and groom. At 3 p.m. 
the patient developed a fever. 
Then 5 p.m. came and went, 
and the patient continued to rest. 
Undaunted, whether their shift 
was over or not, the nursing 
staff waited. Then, at 5:30 p.m., 
the patient woke up, smiled and 
said, “I am getting married 
today.” After a quick wash and 
shave, with his boutonniere in 
place, the groom joined his 
fiancée in a short walk down the 
“aisle” between his room and 
the room next door. 

In the hallway, the soft sound 
of Pachelbel’s Canon was the 
only indication that something 
extraordinary was happening. 
But inside the room, the patient 
and his bride softly spoke their 
vows to the minister, the wit- 
nesses, and a room full of hospi- 
tal staff. 

Within an hour, the groom 
was sleeping quietly back in his 
bed, the room next door was

emergency in a room across the 
hall had medical staff running, 
and outside the hospital the

Peter Q. McKee, 82, a retired 
teacher and former associate 
headmaster of Phillips Acade- 
my, died 
Wednesday, 
Dec. 14 at 
the Dart- 
mouth- 
Hitchcock 
Medical 
Center in 
Lebanon, 
| N.H., fol- 
lowing com- 
plications 
from a heart 
attack suffered earlier in the 
month. 

He was a resident of New 
London, N.H., and owned a 
home in the Lake Sunapee area 
for nearly 30 years. 

For 42 years, McKee, along 
with his wife Jean, was a famil- 
iar presence on the Andover 
campus. Originally hired in 
1947 as a physics teacher by 
Headmaster Claude Fuess, Mr. 
McKee spent four decades serv- 
ing Fuess and three subsequent 
headmasters in various capaci- 
ties. 

In addition to physics, he 
taught math, chemistry, general 
science and astronomy. At vari- 
ous times he also served as a 
coach for football, tennis, skiing 
and ski-jumping. 

Mr. McKee held several dif- 
ferent administrative roles dur- 
ing his years at Andover, includ- 
ing those of house counselor, 
‘‘zan of students, dean of facul- 
ty, chair of the science depart- 
ment and associate headmaster. 
He also served as acting head- 
master from January 1989 until 
his retirement in August 1989. 

In an article written in the 
Andover Bulletin upon Mr. 
McKee’s retirement, Jack 
Richards, a colleague, said, 
“One would expect that, with so 
many varied challenges, Peter 
might not be able to maintain his 
excellence as a classroom 
teacher, but the annual rave 
reviews from his students attest 
that, among his many talents, 
teaching is supreme.” 

AS a testament to the esteem 
in which he was held by those 
who knew him, the Andover 
class of 1955 dedicated its class 
scholarship to Mr. McKee and 
his wife during its 40th reunion 
in 1995. Among the many stu- 
dents who came under his tute- 
lage was a young George W. 
Bush, whom he coached in JV 
football. 

As busy as he was with his 
responsibilities at Phillips, Mr. 
McKee was an equally active 
member of outside organiza- 
tions. He is a former trustee and 
chairman of the board of the 
Pike School, a former vestry- 
man of Christ Church, and a for- 
mer governor of the North 
Andover Country Club. 

He also was a trustee of the 
Hurricane Island (Maine) Out- 
ward Bound School. 

Upon his retirement, Mr. 
McKee became equally active in 
organizations in the Lake 
Sunapee area. He was a trustee 
of New London Hospital, a 
board member of the Sunapee 
Art Club, and one of the found- 
ing members of Adventures in 
Learning, an adult education 
group in New London affiliated 
with Colby-Sawyer College. He 
served two terms as president of 
that group and also taught cours- 
es. 

When not working, Mr. 
McKee was an avid sportsman 
who loved to ski, golf, and play 
tennis with his wife, children,

The Lady Warrior went on to 
finish second to Dracut by a fraction 
of a point in the MVC Champi- 
onship Meet, second to Danvers at 
the North Sectionals and fifth at the 
All-State Meet also won by Dan- 
vers. 

Andover is 117-6 in its last 123 
duals and Chapman sports a career 
won-lost record of 138-14 in 16 sea- 
sons as head coach.

Pallotta is first AHS soccer All-American

Andover High senior Emily Pal- 
lotta, one of the most highly-deco- 
rated girls soccer players in school 
history, was recently notified she 
has been selected a National Soccer 
Coaches of America (NSCA) Acad- 
emic All-American. 

She is one of only 35 girls stu- 
denv/athletes across the country so 
honored, and joins Meaghan Mur- 
phy of Springfield Cathedral as the 
only two from Massachusetts. 

The 18-year-old AHS standout, 
who will attend Boston University 
next fall on a full athletic scholar- 
ship, is the first All-American of any 
kind to emerge from the Andover 
High soccer program. 

Although several AHS swim- 
mers have been similarly recog- 
nized in recent years, interscholastic 
Academic All-Americans are few 
and far between. 

Pallotta has been invited to 
attend the awards ceremony on Jan. 
21 at the National Convention Cen- 
ter in Philadelphia. 

Each candidate for the award is 
first nominated by her coach, and 
must then pass through rigid evalua- 
tions and scrutiny of her accom- 
plishments by regional and national 
committees. 

Ability in soccer, achievement in 
the classroom and involvement in 
the school and local communities 
are all taken into consideration. 

Pallotta, a four-year standout at

She also made the Eagle-Tri- 
bune all-area team three times, 
including Player of the Year in 
2004, and was a two-time Boston 
Herald All-Scholastic and one-time 
Boston Globe All-Scholastic. 

In the spring and summer Pallot- 
ta competes in the Massachusetts 
State Olympic Developmental Pro- 
gram (ODP) for soccer, and has 
traveled around the country playing 
in tournaments as a member of the 
Region | East Coast All-Star Team. 

She is also a senior guard and 
captain on the highly-successful 
AHS girls varsity basketball team. 

Pallotta, a National Honor Soci- 
ety member, carries a 3.75 grade- 
point average while taking many 
advanced college placement (ACP) 
courses. 

She is on the Andover High stu- 
dent government board of directors, 
the yearbook staff, is a volunteer 
with the Special Olympics soccer 
program and participates in a school 
peer group anti-drug program called 
GUTS, which stands for Growing 
Up, Taking a Stand. 

“No one is more deserving of 
this honor,” said longtime AHS 
head girls soccer coach Dick 
Loschi. “Emily puts it all out there 
on the soccer field and in life — with 
academics and her involvement in 
many school activities.” 

Pallotta’s older sister Liz, a 
sophomore at the University of Indi- 
ana, is a former three-sport standout 
at Andover High (swimming, bas- 
ketball and softball) and a terrific 
role model.

RICHARD J. COLLINS 
(Coach) 

Certainly no stranger to this type of 
honor, the legendary Andover High 
football/track & field coach is a mem- 
ber of five other Halls of Fame includ- 
ing the Massachusetts High School 
Football Coaches, Massachusetts High 
School Track & Field Coaches, Dart- 
mouth College, East Providence, R.I. 


High and Providence, R.I. Gridiron 
Club. 

He was named National Track & 
Field Coach of the Year in 1980. 

Collins took over both AHS sports 
in 1959 and spent almost four decades 
cranking out championship teams until 
his retirement in 1996. 

He was the architect of the Golden 
Warriors’ only three Super Bow] football 
teams in 1973, 1974 and 1975, the °74 
team winning the title with a thrilling, 21- 
20 overtime victory against Salem, and 
the °75 squad beating Plymouth 
North, 7-3. The ’73 team lost to 
Catholic Memorial. 

During that stretch Andover 
put together a 40-game undefeat- 
ed streak (39-0-1), a school record 
and one of the longest of its kind 
in state history. 

Collins’ football teams won 
more than 200 games during his 
tenure, while his indoor and out- 
door track and field teams com- 
bined for more than 400 dual- 
meet wins over the years, includ- 
ing one amazing streak of 88 con- 
secutive outdoor victories. 

In both 1970 and 1984, 
Andover track went unbeaten, 
winning Merrimack Valley Con- 
ference, State Class B, State All- 
Class and New England team 
championships. 

The Rhode Island native, a 
standout two-way running 
back/defensive back in football

Athletic Scholar- 
ship in 1949 and Dartmouth College’s 
Kenneth Archibald Athletics Scholar- 
ship Prize in 1953. 

Andover resident Collins is the 
father of four, two sons and two daugh- 
ters who were all outstanding athletes, 
and stepfather to several other excellent 
AHS athletes. 

Collins, still a prominent figure 
around town, has remained involved as 
an Andover school committeeman and 
a volunteer coach at both AHS and 
Phillips Academy.

That quotation was the inspiration for 
Earle McQuaide’s backyard project. His 
enormous, flat backyard on Granli Drive 
turns into the neighborhood skating rink 
when winter weather cooperates and tem- 
| peratures are cold enough to sustain the ice. 
| For the past three years, Mother Nature 

has done her part and the rink behind the 
McQuaide’s house is in a league of its own. 
At 100 by 60 feet, there’s plenty of room 
for recreational skaters to keep close to the 
boards while hockey players take over the 
middle of the rink. It is the ultimate of 
backyard skating rinks, while offering a 
Currier and Ives winter scene that makes it 
all worthwhile for the homeowners. 

“The house was just OK, but this yard 
was great,” McQuaide said of his home pur- 
chase. “It was what we wanted.” 

Of course, McQuaide is not the only one. 

Town bylaws do not require permits for

many rinks there are in Andover. But

So, he bought a backyard rink kit on the 
Internet, complete with stakes and brackets 
and a liner that is so big you need a crew of 
people to smooth it out. He runs water in a 
hose from the house to fill the rink and then 
hopes for freezing cold weather. 

He’s got a shed to house all the rink- 
related equipment: a three-wheeled ice 
mower that helps keep the ice smooth and 
“The Bambini,” a machine that a skater can 
fill with water and pull around the ice after 
skating. It provides a new layer of water 
that freezes and offers smooth skating the 
next time, 

There is some low-tech equipment too, 
such as plenty of shovels to get rid of the 
white stuff when it falls.

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Child center needs sewer agreement 


Expansion to solve problems for Professional Center for Child Development

The future of the Professional 
Center for Child Development 
rests with the Tewksbury Board of 
Selectmen. 

The facility, which serves spe- 
cial needs children, was cited in 
late spring 2004 by the state 
Department of Education for sev- 
eral deficiencies, including inade- 
quate classrooms, said Veryl 
Anderson, the center’s executive 
director. 

Praised by the Andover public 
schools for its professionals’ 
knowledge and work with youth, 
the center has until June 30 to cor- 
rect the problems. If it does not, it 
could lose some state funding or 
even face closure. 

The state’s reprimand prompt- 
ed the center to embark on an 
expansion plan to more than dou- 
ble the size of its 6,700 square foot 
footprint at 32 Osgood St. That 
process has been moving along, 
and the school broke ground on its 
expansion project Dec. 14. The 
groundbreaking was a special 
event for Andover, as residents 
and town workers alike attended. 

But construction could be halt- 
ed unless the center gets permis- 
sion to tie-in to a neighboring 
business's sewer line. Vicor Corp. 
has offered to give the center 
2,000 of its sewer capacity per 
day, allowing the center to close 
its outdated septic system and tie 
into Tewksbury’s sewer system. 

Various town permits for con- 
struction are dependent on that 
sewer tie-in. 

Even though Vicor and the Pro- 
fessional Center have a written 
agreement for sewer, the center 
must officially enter an intermu- 
nicipal agreement involving 
Andover, Tewksbury and Vicor. 

The school’s attorney, Andrew 
Caffrey, told the Andover Plan- 
ning Board on Oct. 11 that he 
would work with Town Counsel 
Tom Urbelis to amend the agree- 
ment. He estimated the process 
would take a maximum of six 
weeks. 

But that was nearly 12 weeks 
ago and no agreement has been 
reached yet. 

Andover’s Board of Selectmen 
approved the revised agreement at 
its meeting on Dec. 19. Vicor has 
also approved the changes. 

The issue has not been put on 
the Jan. 3 Tewksbury’s select- 
men’s meeting as of Jownsman 
deadline, said Sandy Barbeau, the 
assistant to Tewksbury’s town 
manager. 

“I am reasonably confident that 
(Tewksbury) will approve it. It’s a 
great project that will not nega- 
tively impact the town in any 
way.” said Caffrey. 

If the school does not take cor- 
rective action by next June, it 
could lose its full license to oper- 
ate a private special education 
school. It would then have provi- 
sional approval and be subject to a

corrective action plan by the state. 

The school could also poten- 
tially lose some state funding. 

“(The state) wants to make sure 
they get everything done so chil- 
dren have the appropriate set- 
tings,” said Anderson. “And so do 
we.” 

She said Andover’s modifica- 
tion to the agreement was an 
important step in the process. She 
did acknowledge that the state 
could potentially shut the school 


down if the June 2006 deadline is 
not met. 

Anderson is hopeful that the 
state would grant leniency if there 
is a delay due to legal issues. 

“The only delays have been 
beyond our control at this point,” 
she said. “We're still within our 
plan if all goes well.” 

In addition to inadequate class- 
room space, the state also cited the 
school for its insufficient equip- 
ment, technology and student-to- 


teacher ratios. Since the report, the 
school has turned two part-time 
positions into full-time, adding 
additional nursing staff and a full- 
time education director. Fund-rais- 
ing efforts are underway for new 
equipment and technology. 

The school project includes 
construction of a new 8,000- 
square-foot, two-story building. It 
will primarily house new class- 
room space, but will also include 
office space and a reception area.

Once upon a time - 
Christmas in Andover 


Christmas used to be celebrated more openly in the 
Andover schools, as the following description by Bill 
Dalton, class of '61, reveals: 


HEN I WAS IN THE FOURTH GRADE, we cele- 

brated the first Christmas in the new Central 

Elementary School (now named Doherty). 
The old elementary school had been housed in the 
John Dove, Jackson, and Stowe buildings that were 
each a stone’s throw from the new school. 

The old buildings were musty, 19th century struc- 
tures made of brick and dark wood. The new school 
was fresh and clean with much glass and a nice smell 
like a newly polished floor. 

In the early part of December, the windowed wall 
adjacent to the stairway on the Bartlet Street side of 
the building began to be decorated. This work was 
done by Miss Noon’s third-grade class. I don’t know 
how they got that assignment, but I was envious 
because they were having more fun than the rest of us. 
Besides, Miss Noon was an appealing young woman 
who apparently liked children. Many of us envied her 
students. 

A Nativity was beneath the windows, but it was the 
colorful, handmade “Merry Christmas and Happy 
New Year” surrounded by big, delicate, ethereal 
snowflakes on the glass that caught my eye. 

There was a Christmas pageant. It was good 
because the rehearsals broke up the mind-numbing 
dullness of school, even if only for a few hours. In a 
way, the pageant was like having a substitute teacher: 
neither experience was terrific but each managed to 
relieve the boredom. 

Like most of the pageant participants, I was in the 
choir. We had little songbooks so we could sing every 
verse of the holiday songs and hymns. I liked the 
familiar first verses, but the hymns got a bit tiring as 
they ran on and on. 

Miss McCardle, the music teacher, was an older 
woman with formal manners. She was respected by 
the students. Of course, that didn’t stop those of us in 
the back of the choir from entertaining ourselves by 
whispering stupid comments and changing key words 
in a hymn. We miscreants were always boys; girls 
were too well-behaved. 

It was very rare that Miss McCardle got visibly 
upset, because a brief look from her was enough to 
stop any shenanigans. The pageant itself was OK and 
was presented to the school during an assembly. I 
think there were some parents who sat in the back. 

The main thing about the pageant was that it 
marked the beginning of Christmas vacation. The final 
pageant hymn was Silent Night. There was some irony 
in that since, within an hour, many of us were involved 
in a daylight snowball fight.

John Chartier, Andover High student and a 
writer for the Townsman, praises the way 
Andover High School handles this time of year, 
accepting that “as a society, we’ve become more 
politically correct. 

“They do a great job of being totally inclu- 
sive. I can’t think of a time anyone’s been 
excluded from anything,” said Chartier. “It’s 
great. They have holiday concerts and every- 
thing like that, that just make it fun.” 

While the concerts might involve instrumen- 
tals from the Nutcracker, which is tied to Christ- 
mas, most of the offerings and decorations in 
the schools steer clear of ties to religious holi- 
days, he said.

Chartier remembers making Halloween and 
Thanksgiving decorations, but not decorations 
for the winter holidays when he was a student at 
Sanborn Elementary School. He was taught 
about Kwanzaa and Hanukkah “to learn about 
other cultures,” he said.
